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DECLARATION OF STEVE LEE 
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I, Steve LEE, declare as follows: 
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1. I am an officer of LumiSource, Inc., and am one of the named 
inventors in the above-identified patent application. 

2. Prior to 19 June 2001, we designed a decorative light bulb that 
included an outer surface forming a decorative shape; one or more inert gases within 
the decorative light bulb creating ethereal electrical arcing having a first color; a 
surface feature formed on the outer surface, the surface feature having an inner 
surface; and a coating applied on the inner surface of the surface feature, the coating 
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resulting in ethereal electrical arcing having a second color along the inner surface of 
the surface feature. 

3 . The decorative light bulb included a plug removably connected 
with respect to a base so that two or more distinct decorative light bulbs were 
interchangeable within the base. 

4. The decorative light bulb further included the decorative shape 
of a globe and the surface feature comprises a plurality of contoured continents. 

5 . The coating considered for application to the inner surface of the 
decorative light bulb was a phosphor. 

6. The developments described in Paragraphs 1 - 5 all occurred prior 
to 19 June 2001 in the United States of America. 

7. We disclosed these developments, including working prototype 
decorative light bulbs, to a potential customer in a meeting prior to 19 June 2001, 
subject to a confidentiality agreement. 

8. I prepared and sent to the potential customer, via electronic mail, 
a summary of this meeting prior to 19 June 2001. A copy of this electronic mail is 
attached. 
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9. The undersigned further declare that all statements made herein 
of their knowledge are true and that all statements made on information and belief are 
believed to be true; and further that these statements were made with the knowledge 
that willful false statements and the like so made arc punishable by fine or 
imprisonment, or both, under Section 1 001 of Title 1 8 of the United States Code, and 
mat such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.
